The signs can be posted on the gate/fence that surround the children’s playground - not in 
other areas of the park. We are researching whether the sign's current citation to Penal Code 653b(a) is 
the most effective law to cite. Next week we will provide further advice on that issue and whether a 
different state or local law is preferable (or we might suggest an amendment to the LAMC). Thank you and 
have a great Thanksgiving.
